Promptly as per agreement wife 
No. 1 was on time, as was the hus- 
band, and from there they went to 
the residence, where the two wives 
had their first conversation, ending 
in their agreement for the first wife 
to come and accept the vacant piace, 
whieh she did, seeming delighted at 
having a peaceful bome over ber 
head, notwithstanding the ver 
strange circumstances under which 
such a shelter was giveu.

All tirese things and even more 
humility did the poor woman show, 
word or look exhibiting the least evi- 
deuce of discontent. Wat, howev- 
er, must have been the true feelings 
of her heart when seeing another fil- 
ling the place that sbe had once tried, 

‘as she thought, so hard to fill. The 
above is from the files ef an old Cin- 
cinnati paper ; but the sequel, as told 
by one conversant with the whole 
facts, is stranger than what bas been 
already narraied. When the cholera 
was raging in that city in 1566, the 
second wife was taken very ill with 
it. and being informed by the phy- 
sician that she could live but a few 
hours at the most, as she was then in 
a collapsed condition, she asked that 
all go out of the room excepting her 
husband and the housekeeper, when 
she toid how much she dreaded leav- 
ing her child among strangers, and 
as a dying wile eutreated them both 
to matry again. ‘The proposition was 
a strange one, but both promised, 
anda few months afterward. when 
the secoud wife had been dead a suf~ 
ficient length of time not to cause 
remarks, the two were again married, 
brought together after a cruel separa- 
tion of so many years, and we believe 
are bow living happily together ina

Tue fate of Cyrus Cadwallader of | 
Philadelphia is a warning to the 
Presidents of failing Banks. 
wallader was the President of a 
concern known as the Franklin 
Saving Fund. A reckless financier, 
his wild speculations broke the 
bank, and brought poverty and dis- 
tress upon many. After he knew 
the concern to be insolvent, he 
fraudulently received deposits. For 
this he was indicted in eleven cases: 
he plead guilty; and has been sen- 
tenced to fine and imprisonment. 
The offense to which he plead guilty 
is a misdemeanor, the maximum 
penalty for which is imprisonment 
for three years and a fine of $1,000. 
This kind of offense is becoming very 
common in these days of failing 
banks; and the laws to punish fraud 
should be inforced, rigidly, for the 
protection of depositors. _ 

WORK OF [HE CONVENTION. 

A bundred thousand copies of the 
amendments te the Constitution to- 
gether with the Constitution as it will 
read as proposed to be amended will 
soon be distributed among the peo- 
ple of the State. The Convention 
adopte this mode of submittiug 
their work to the people, as the best 
and the cheapest way of accomplish- 
ing that end. 

The Convention has done ali in 
its power to re-model and improve 
the Constitution of North Carolina. 
The balance remains to be done by

A higher degree of order and 
harmony never existed in a party 
than that which characterized the 
Democratic wing of the Convention; 
and the work which the citizens of 
the State are to pass in review is the 
result of an almost perfect union of 
thought and action among the 
Domoeratie members. We trust the 
Democratic voters 
the State may be equally united on 
the question of ratification. Will 
the people ratify or reject the amend- 
ments? T hat is the great question 
now, and from this time on, until 
the verdict shall have been rendered 
at the ballot-box next November. 
The interests of North Carolina, the 
interests of every citizen of the 
State, demand that this important 
question of ratification or rejection 
should be considered with due 
deliberation. 

In 1835, at the close of the Con- 
stitutional Convention which made 
memorable that year, the good and 
noble Rev. Dr. McPheeters offered 
the prayer on the eve of the sine die 
adjournment. He prayed that God 
would give to the people of this 
State wisdom to direct them in their 
final action upon the Constitution | 
submitted to them; that He in His 
infinite goodness would “deliver 
them from passion, prejudice and 
all unreasonable prepossessions; ” 
and that they might “approach the 
question before them, with honest, 
liberal and enlightened views, and 
decide thereon, calmly, conscien- 
tious, by and in the fear of God.” 

A supplication of a similar nature 
would not have been amiss at the 


closing hour of the recent Conven- 
tion, If men will but rise —— 


passion, prejudice and all unreaso- 
nable prepossessions,” and allow 
‘honest liberal and enlightened 
views” to govern them in their de- 
cision on this question, the amend- 
ments proposed will be ratified by 
an overwhelming majority. 

The Democratic press of the State 
are unanimous in their hearty ap- 
proval of the changes proposed. 
They only regret that the Demo- 
crats did not have it in their power 
to do more towards reforming the 
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| Prees are a fair index of the sentin- 
ment of tLe people; and give decid- 
ed indications that the Conservative- 
Democratic party will vote solidly 
for ratification. That is all that is 
needed to bring this reform move- 
ment to a successful culmination. 


THE NEW SECRETARY OF THE 
INTERIOR. 


We of North Carolina of course 
feel very little concern about who 
fills the office ef Secretary of the 
Iuterior ; it is a department of the 
Government with which our people 
have little to do; but the appoint- 
ment of Zach. Chandler as succes- 
sor of the infamous, thieving Dela- 
no, deserves a little cousideration at 
our hands. 

It furnishes a striking illustration 
of Grantism, and what Radicalism 
will lead a man to. 

Chandler was repudiated by the 
Repubiican party in Michigan, being 
defeated for the Senate by Christi- 
ancy ; yet President Grant chooses 
him for a high and responsible of- 
fice—showing how Grant can defy 
the party he controls. For this ap- 
pointment the Republican papers of 
the North praise him, indieating the 
servility of the Radical press to this 
immense one-man power at Wash- 
ington. 

The insincerity and double-faced- 
ness of the Administration organs 
finds an illustration in this matter, 
which reflects discredit on journa!- 
ism. When Chandler was defeated 
for the Senate, the Adainistration 
journals were rather rejoiced there- 
at. They disliked him ; they were 
glad the party was at last rid of 
him ; the most of them gave the 
fallen dog a kick. Now, the eleva- 
tion of the blatant, drunken old 
demagogue to office again, is hailed 
with delight hy these same whited 
sepulchres. The National Republi- 
can says, there are few, if any, true 
Republicans in the country who will 
not hail with delight the announce- 
ment;” and speaks of him as a man 
against whom there is “not a single 
breath of suspicion proved” man 
of “spotless reputation,” and one 
who bas “earned the just reward of 
honest and courageous devotion to 
principle.” 

What are we to think of a press 
thus servile, insincere and hypo- 
critical? It is but atype of the 
party it represents; the National 
Republican is the organ of its par- 
ty; we take it to bea true represen- 
tative of Radicalism. 

Bat the most significant feature 
of this appointment is the evidence 
it furnishes of the low tone of the 
Federal Administration. Chandler 
is notorious for his drunkenness, 
impurity, lack of dignity and utter 
want of true manliness. To put 
‘such a besotted and corrupt char- 
acter iu the Cabinet is disgraceful 
to the Administration, and degra- 
ding to the American Government. 
Could Grant find no better man in 
his party to select, or does he take 
naturally to such characters ? 

T he comments of the Democrat- 
ic and independent Republican 
press are interesting and instruc- 
tive. 

The Springfield Republican (Tud.) 
says, in the discouragement and 
disgust it will occasion, his appoint- 
ment will probably quite offset what- 
ever gain in prestige and morale the 
party has derived from its bair- 
breadth escape in Ohio.” 

The Richmond Whig thinks the 
appointment of Chandler to succeed 
Delano is “like swapping the devil 
for a witch.” 

The New York World regards it 
as an illustration of the interpreta-

to justify Grant for placing in the 
Cabinet such a degraded and un- 
worthy character, they convict them- 
| selves of the basest servility towards 


the dranken and brutieh head of 
their party.

Schroeder’s Air-Ship--To New Yerk 
ia Three Hours. 

A number of persons yesterday 
visited the intersection of Boundary 
and Madison avenues to see Professor 
Schroeder’s steerable air-ship, with 
which he proposes to visit different 
portions of the United States and the 
Old World, and he explained to all 
the various sections and workings of 
the machine. The ladies seemed to 
be particularly interested, and told 
the Professor they would so love to 
take a trip beyond the clouds in his 
air-ship.’’ e said to them that he 
never invited any one to make an as- 
cension for the reason that when they 
made one trip they always wished to 
go again. 

A numberof applications have been 
received to take passage iu the air- 
ship, and among them the applica- 
tion of Professor Wise, the wronaut, 
who with Professor Schroeder, is sau- 
guine of tne success of the enterprise 
and a safe voyage across the Atlantic. 
Schroeder says he has expended 
years of study and large sums of 
money upon the invention and its 
final completion, and that many 
prominent scientists, and especially 
those of Europe, believe that all 
that is expected of the ship will be 
realized. 

In 1872 Schroeder states that he 
made an ascension with a smaller 
machine, similarly constructed, from 
Brazil. 

Yesterday was the first day that an 
exhibition was given of the ship por- 
tion of the balloon, the propellers, 
&c. It is constructed of wire about 
three-siateenths of an inch in diam- 
eter, is eighty: five feet in length, nine 
feet high, and eight feet wide. Its 
lifting capacity will be for ten tons. 

The balloon portion of the air-ship, 
which has not yet been adjusted, will 
be sixty-five feet high, eighty-five 
feet in circumference, and sixty five 
in diameter. It is constructed of 
eighteen hundred yards (three cases) 
of cambric, from which one thousand 
four hundred and ninety-six ropes 
will depend, and hold the ship. The 
pushing and pulling propellers to be 
attached to the bow and stern of the 
ship are ten feet long and three and 
a half feet in height. These propel- 
lers will be covered with canvas, as 
also the sides and top of the ship.. 
The ship with the balloon portion 
and steering apparatus will be com- 
pleted about the Ist of November, 
proximo, when Professor Schroeder 
will undertake daily ascensions from 
the Hippodrome lot. The ship is 
to be worked bya crew of eight men 
and Schroeder says he can readily 
steer it through the changing cur- 
rents of the airas well as a mariner 
does his vessel upon the ocean. 

About the 8th of November he ex- 
pects to start upon his first trip which 
will be from Baltimore to New York 
a distance of two hundred miles, 
which hethinks he will make in 
three hours. He has, he says made 
seventy-four miles an hour in a bal- 
loon. Theair ship will be exhibited 
in New York Washington, and 
other cities in the Union, ard the 
venture across the Atlantie will not 
be until the spring of 1876. The ship 
was christened a few evenings since 
ata meeting of the stockho'ders the

The Collection of Dra tts. 
The Wilmington Star makes the 
following notice of a case which not 
only affects a banking house in that 
place, but is a question that alike in- 
terests every banking house in the 
country: 
From the New York Tribune of the 
20th we extract the following in re- 
ference toacase involving the ques- 
tion of the responsibility of a bank 
for the failure of an agent to make 
returns. As will be seen, the case is 
still under advisement, and a decision 
will be looked for with interest here- 
abouts, more particularly by those 
immediately concerned: In the 
United States Circuit Court yester- 
day, an important question of mer- 
cantile law was submitted to Judge 
Wallace upon the following state- 
ment of facts: In 1873, che Corn 
Exchange National Bank of Chicago 
sent for collection to the Dawson 
Bank of ne, North Caro- 
lina, a draft on W. H. Wiswall of 
Washington, North Carolina, for 
$1,054. The Dawson Bank forward- 
ed the draft for collection to Burbank 
& Gallagher, bankers in good stand- 
inginthat place. They collected the 
money on the draft, but could not re- 
mit immediately, on account of the 
disorded condition of the trade and 
financial affairs of the whole coun- 
try,“ and before they could remit 
they failed. The wson Bank 
acted without commission and with- 
out any agreement for or expectation 
of any compensation whatever. 
Upon this statement of facts, a de- 
cision was sought as to who was to be 
held responsible for the money col- 
lected on the draft. Judge Wallace 
reserved his decision. 

The plaintiff in the case is E. I. 
Kent of this city, as assignee of the 
Corn Exchange National Bank of 
Chicago. That bank has not failed, 
and Mr. Kent was merely made 
assignee in this particular case, so 
that it could be tried in this State. 
The defendant is the Dawson Bank 
of Wilmington, N. C. E. S. Ransom 
appeared for the plaintiff and G. A. 
Black for the defendant.”
